This was dou- 
bled by George 1. soon after his ac- 
cession and confirmed by George II., 
so that Handel drew. the pension ut- 
til his death in 1759; Altogether for 
these two compositions Handel re- 
ceived over $90,000.

HE WAS EAD OF THD BLOOD 
BAND OF THE BLACKIEET. 


Celebrated Old-Time Chief Opposea 

» ~ Any Sale of Indian Lands to the 

Palefaces—He Lived In a Mod- 

erp House and Was a Leader of 

. Agriculture Among. f* Indians 
—Wore a Uniform. 


With the passing of Crop-Kared 
Wolf, one of the last of the ‘old-time 
Indians is gone. Thé deceased chief 
was head of the Blood band of the 
,Blackfeet, whose reserve is the larg- 
er‘ in Canada. ‘Wolf was the-ebiof 
adviser of some 1,200 [ndians and 
nothing was, done without his saoc- 
tion. He was gtern with his. ownm 
people, but kind to the white man 
as long as be did nothing to inter- 
fere with the Indian or his rights, 
He was a most careful guardian of 
Indian rights. Some years ago an 
agitation was raised by farmers in 
the vicinity of the reserve to buy a 
portion of the southern section, ly- 
ing in.the vicinity of the town of 
Cardston. A price was offered that 
would have made every, Indian on 
the reserve independently rich, but 
the old chief resolutely refused to 
give his consent. He would bave 
nothing to do with the sale of Indlan 
lands to the white man. He insisted 
that the Indian treaty gave the ré- 
serve to the Indians as long as grass 
grew and water flowed, and from his 
position he could not be moved. 

It is said that one of the last: 
things Crop-Eared Wolf did before 
his death was to call his minor 


chiefs and people together and make 
them promise that they would never 
sell their land to the white man.

Wolf bad an 
aversion to baving his face snapped, 
and the photographer had to return 
home without his picture. 

Crop-Eared Wolf Lad a home ar 
well furnished as most houses tp 
towns and cities. Carpets covered 
the floors. The wigwam, witb its 
open fireplace, was replaced by the 
kitchen with its modern range. I[n- 
stead of sleeping on a'blanket on the 
ground, this Indian had a comfort- 
able mattress and bed. 
the house, blinds covered the win- 
dows, cooking utensils hung in thelg 
proper places, a table was set te 
which the Indian agent or farm in- 
structors could well sit up, and paint 
kept the exterior of the house from 
becoming weather-beaten, 


While Crop-Eared Wolf was averse - 


to selling any part of the Indian 
lands, he was not in favor of allow- 
.ing the whole to lie idle. When the 
Indian Department inaugurated a 
plan by which the Indians should 
work a portion of the land, the old 
chief fell heartily in line, and work- 
ed for the accomplishment of the 
purpose. As a result of his efforta 
large tracts were broken in different 
localities on the reserve, and Indians 
are now working it for the produc. 
tion of crops. In later years be has 
worked with the agent to prevent 
th. old sun dance, a pagan festival 
among the Bloods. 

Crop-Eared Wolf became an ad: 
herent of the Roman Catholic faith, 
and at his funcral a brass band, 
composed of Indians, played “Néarer 
My God to Thee.” ~The funeral was 
aitended by all the Indian staff on 
the reserve, as well as many friends 
from the district surrounding the 
reserve. His’ burial place was at 
Stend Off, in the: Roman Catholte 
eemetery . there. —- Toronto Stay 
Weekly.

How ‘Pins. are Manufactured 


Solid headed pins were first made in|’ 


England in 1797, by Thomas Harris. 
Ping were first madein the United 
States at the time of the Revolution, 
by ‘Jeremiah Wilkinson, a uative of 
Rhode Island.’ A machine for making 
solid’ headed pins was ‘imvented in 
1824 by a New Hampshire man.. But 
it was not until 1831 that the first ma- 
obing for making pins, such as are in 

nv today, was brought out. From 


time on, improvements in pin] ’ 


waked machinery. haye been made, 80 
that at the present ti.ne pins are made 
almost entirely, tvithout the aid of 
human hands, 

In making. pire, a pair of pincers 
seizes the end of a brass ‘wire, which 
is wound on\a spool, and draws out a 
length ‘of it. 
steel posts, Which straightens it. The 
end of this wire 1s. now caught -by ‘two 
clamps and a cutter cuts off enough 
to make. one pi A small piece’ of 
the wire from which to form the head 
is left, projecting from the clamps. 
The head or the pin is not formed by 
one blow, as in the case of nails, but 
by three rapid blow of-2 forming die], 
or hammer, which moves forwa& 
about one-twentieth of an inch after 
each. blow. . If it was struck but once 
the wire would be bent.and would not 
form a perfect head: 

The pins drop. from the clamps of 
an incline steel plane “beneath in 
which are grooves. larg enough to ad- 
mit the shank, but will not permit the 
head of the pin to pass through. As 
the pins move slowly down the incline 
plane, the-points come in contact with 
a revolving cylinder beneath, This cy- 
linder. the surface of which is corrug- 
ated lil a iile, revolves parallel to.the 
grooves down Wwhick the pins are mov- 
ing. The cylinder co.wes ia contact 
with the pins on only one-side as they 
move down the grooves this causes 
them to turn around and around, so 
|that the revolving file sharpens them 
evenly on all sides.

New Trust Companies

“ent. Exceedingly wide powers, in bis 


Opinion altogether too wide, had been 
granted: the trust companies when 
incorporated by ietters patent. 

In view of their close relationship 
to the public it was not desirable to 
gvant the sweeping powers now 
allowed. 

He pointed out that‘there was a 
growing ‘tendency to incurporate 
trust cOmpanies by letters patent. 
Sines £991 thirty one had been incor- 
porated in this manner,and of these 
twenty were during the pust two 
years. Apparently companies pre- 
ferred to secure charters by letters 
patent, and for this reason hethought 
it was time tu put an end to the 
method. 

Mr. White observed that now, when 
incorporations were granted = by 
special act, there was a separate 
measure with 

’ powers for every application. This 
inade it very difficult for the banking 
abd commerce commiitze, as every 
clause had to be closely analyzed. 
He proposed that ull companies 
should in future be incorporated by 
the model bill, as was now required 
of banks and insurance companies. 
There would now be a general act 
instead of a special act for every ap- 
plication. 

While the powers grantcd under 
the act are substantially those which 
have been settled by the banking 
nud: commerce committee and by 
arliament; many restrictions and 
limitations have been impesed. For 
exainple, a company’s own funds 
must be invested priccipally ingovero 
ment aod municipal securit'es, bonds 
and. first mortgages on real estate. 
Again, holdings of stocks are limited 
tu 25 per cent. of paid-up capital. 
Real estate for the company’s own 
use must not exeeed in value 40 per 
cent. of the paid-ap.capital.. 

[t is also provided that the com- 
pany’s own funds and ils trusts ac- 
counts oust be kept distinct and 
separate from each other. Provision 
is :nade for audit, and retarns must 
be made tothe finance department, 
showing all investments in detail. An 
important feature is a proyition that 
the liabilities of a company, both 
direct and by way of guarautees, 
must not exceed five times. tlie‘paid- 
up capital. Llitherto there has becn 
no restriction upon the amount of 
guaranteed liability which a trust 
company might assume. This pro- 
vision, together with thuse relating to 
audit and retarns, are made to apply 
fo all trust ‘compagies which have 
been, incor porated heretofore by Do- 
minion legislation. 

Mr. White said he welcomed the 
closest consideration of the bill both 
in the bankiny and commerce com- 
mittee and in Parliaments as he was 

_desirous to see enacted legislation 
which would safeguard the rights of 
the publie in every possible way. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier said that it was 
becoming more and more ‘neceseary 
to put safeguards around the incor- 

» poration of trust companies, as_ they 
administered estates in which the 
fortanes of widows aud orphans were 
often involved. He agrecd with M) 
White that it was better to abolish 
the system of granting incorporation 
by letters patent aud to have uniform 
legislation. 

The bill wis giyen a second read- 
ing and senteto the banking and 
commerce committee and Mr. White 
then introduced ‘a practically similar 
Imeusure to control loan companies 
It contains the saie restrictive pro 


. visions and require returns to the 


government in the same manner as 
trust companies. It alan was sent to 
the banking and commerce commit- 
tee.
